Figured according to this standard, 
a ration compounded from the feeds 
given. would Atmproved by the ad- 
dition of a Small amount-of a protein 
concentrate euch as off mea}; With 
this ingredient added to the list a ra- 
tion Whieh could conform. to this stan- 
dard might properly be made wp. as 
follows, the amounts giyen being per 
1,000% of live weight: .Mixed hay, 
12%}. corn and oats d, 51; of} 
meal, %lb. This w give a ration 
apurexs ting 16.51 pounds of dry mat- 
ter with @ p ‘content having ap- 
proximately. one pound and having a 
nutritive ration of 1.8.6. Theoretical 
then, this would be an ideal and econ- 
omic ration: for wintering idle work- 
horses, 

If the ‘horses were used at light 
work a slight increase in the ration 
would be desitable.. If desired its vol- 
ume might be added to by the addition 
of a little coarse forage, such as 
bright straw or corn odder. The 
ration would, of course, be somewhat 
eheapened by the elimination of the 
ofl meal but this would: be done at 
the expense of the maximum economy 
in ‘maintaining the horses in good 
condition, since ‘the oil meal has an 
undoubted catalytic value in addition 
to its content of nutrients; in other 
words, it has a beneficial effect upon 
the general digestive and imilative 
processes, which enables the animal 
to appropriate a larger percentage of 
the available nutrients in the ration, 

Of’ course, feeding standards are 
only relative, and the individuality of 
the animal being fed will be found a 
constantly varying factor, as will the 
quality. of feeds, and with- horses 
tlfese factors and the kind ef work 
‘demanded from them will require a 
degree of individtial judgment on the 
part of the person feeding. 


More Armenians Massacred 


Lord Bryce’ Publishes Further Report 
of Atrocities in Asia Minor 

Lom Bryce has issued a further 
report on. the Armenian atrocities. 
He gives the estimate of a person de- 
seribed as’ a competent observer 
placing the destruction of life at near- 
ly one million, or practically halt the 
population of Afmenia. : 

On e report. which Lord Bryce 
quotes states that in a certain town 
200 echfef Armenians were imprison- 
ed and then taken by night in wag- 
gons to the ‘river and there killed. 

A large number of exiles were al- 
lowed to take shelter in a town 
where for a time they were better 
off. Suddenly the police ordered 
them all to leave, and the whole num- 
ber, perhaps 65,000, were literally 
driven under the lash into Vhe streets 
and rushed to an encampment. 

The report says: . 

“No description can portray the 
awful sufferings of these unfortun- 
ate persons, whose only crime is that 
they are Armenians. They are being 
deliberatety done to death at a suffic- 
iently slow pace to allow their op- 
pressors the opportunity of choosing 
such women andgirls and goods as 
they care for and of getting all their 
money before they die.”

New York to Eat Horse Steaks 

Horse steaks are in prospect in 
New York. The board of health has 
repealed a section of the code pro- 
hibiting the slaughter of horses fcr 
food 


“Horse meat is without objection 
ag a food,” said a New York healt) 
commissioner. “It can be made a 
valuable and cheap addition to the 
tables of thrifty persons, and.a horse 
generally is so free from disease as 
to need less supervision than cows, 
hogs or sheep.” 

New York is the first city in the 
United States to permit the sale of 
horseflesh for food.

‘lt is true,” tinued Sir George, 

“that we aro.selling securities, but we 
are buying Russian, French and Ital- 
jan bonds, and on the balance there 
has been little reduction In our*in- 
vestment since the beginning of the 
war. If each one of us were to live 
economically during the war we may 
not need to meet our great war ex- 
penses by realizing on our capital, 
although, Of course, we shall, fail to 
save during the war the usual £400,- 
000,000 yearly of our income that we 
use for reproductive p s—build- 
ing houses, failways, ships, factories, 
ete, 
“As a whole, the world will not in 
the period of the war save much and 
consequently, there will be very little 
expansion in, production. On the oth- 
er hand, the expense In population 
will be much smaller than usual and 
the economic pressure. that would 
otherwise come from the check to 
the production will be mihit ‘zed. 

“Temporarily there will: be econo 
mic pressure of considerable severity 
at the end of the war. That pressure 
will be caused mainly by the read- 
justment of the conditions from war 
to peace. No doubt the wealth of 
the country will grow as rapidly after 
the war as it did before the war.’

So 
were the SerboBulgarian War of 
1885 asd the Turco-Bulgarian War of 
1897. The Crimean War lasted a 
little more than a year, while the 
Franco-Prussian war was practially 
decided in a month, although Paris 
was holding out three months after- 
wards. The Russo-Japanese War 
lasted about twelve months, as did 
the Turco-Italian war of 1911-12. The 
Boer war ran for two and a half 
years, but that cannot be callec a 
European war, The American (ivi!

Saving of a Crop of Barley 

J. D. McGregor is more than a 
raiser of fat cattle—he is an experi- 
menter in new lines of agriculture. 

On his farm near Brandon, Man., 
he has several large wooden silos. 
These structures have been formerly 
filled with corn, butthis year, owing 
to the cold, wet weather, this crop 
in that section of the Dominion 
| proved a failure. 

The early frosts slightly damaged 
many acres of ‘his barley. Tt was 
impossible to thresh’ the partly 
matured grain, and to save the 
grop he put if all in the silo. It was 
“kill two. ‘birds with one stone.” 
The silos were going to be empty and 
the barley was going-to. spoil, “but 
by a little extra care both “would-be” 
losses were turned to a profit. 

The barley, straw and all, was cut 
up as fing as possible and blown into 
the silo together with a good hah- 
inch stream of water under about 
twenty pounds pressure. A little 
more difficulty in tramping was ex- 
perienced than with corn, but the 
stuff kept well and made quite as 
good feed as ordinary corn ensilage. 
Next year Mr. McGregor is going to 
mix barley with his corn, and ia also 
going to try some peas in the same 
manner, ; al

Hollows in Eggs 


Reason For . Air Spaces Found In 


Every Egg 

There is an air space in every egg, 
but we notice it particularly in a boil- 
ed one, becauge the contents have 
been made solid by cooking. and made 
the hollow space more apparent. This 
space is a provision of nature go that 
the chick which grows within the 
shell qiay have air to breathe from 
the tithe it comes to life until it be- 
comes strong enough to break through 
the shell to the outside world. 

To generate life.in the egg it is 
necessary that it be subjected to a 
certain degree of heat for a period of 
21 days. When this is not done. the 
egg remains indefinitely in its raw 
state. When it is boiled the pocket 
of air within the shell, which would 
have been used up by the chick if the 
eges had been set to hatch, begins 
to fight for its space, and pushes the 
boiled contents of the egg back, leay- 
ing the hollow spcce.

Larger Profite From the Farm of 
More Than Average Size 


The best measure of the size of a 
farm’s business is the number of 
hours of man and horse labor annual- 
ly expendeg. A unit of labor consists 
of ten hours of man labor or twenty 
hours of horse labor. Labor income 
is the amount of the farm produce 
used by his household, and of farm 
expenses and interest on the invest- 
ment at five per cent. 

From records taken from 400 
in Rice county,- Minnesota, it appears 
that Yarms with less than 200 units 
of labor ually gave a labor income 
of $97; fafms with from 400 to 600 
units of labor gave .a labor Ancome 
of $267; and farms with more than 
1,000 units of labor gave a labor Iin- 
came of $605. \

gradually inereased from $5, where 
the hours of each man for a yea 
were 1,500 or less, to $633, where the 
hours of each man were more than 
3,500 each year. '

As a result, there is not 
in Canada at the present time suffic- 
jent @ggs in storage to supply home 
consumption whtil fresh receipts in 
1 late Quantities sant como 
n. 


Quantities of eggs from the United 
States, however, are being imported 
into Canada, 60me in bond for export, 
but the larger part to take the place 
of the Canadian pfocuct§ exported. 
On account of the keen demand for 
Canadian eggs abovw mentioned, 
United States eggs can be laid down 
in Canada at the prosent time, duty 
paid, at several cents per dozen less 
than the price at which Canadian 
ges are selling for the export, and 
they should be procurable by the 
consumers accordingly. 

On the other hand, the Canadian 
market at the present time is very 
firm for Canadian “specials” 


enough jn most instances to’ supply 
the demand at local country markets. 
This means that high prices will have 
to be paid in\ consuming centres in 
order to draw a portion of these sup- 
plies from local poiffts. Producers 
may therefore definitely expect rea- 
sonably high prices during the period 
of low production for fresh gathered 
ezgs that will grade “specials.” 

The question has been raised as to 
whether the phenomenal demand cn 
the part of the British market for 
Canadian eggs will continue. This 
depends entirely upon the quality of 
Canadian eggs exported. Canada has 
tremendous possibilities as an egeg- 
producing country. The poultry in- 
dustry is at present but a mere frac- 
tion of what it might be. It remairs, 
therefore, for those most interested in 
the development of his trade to 
make the best possible use of their 
present opportunities, asd by careful 
supervision of the quality of Canad- 
fan eggs going forward to pave the 
way for an extensive and profitable 
export trade in the future.—Toronto 
Globe.

Mulch for Winter Wheat 

Is sections where there is more 
straw than can be used to good advan- 
tage for stock feeding and bedding, 
some of this material may be used to 
good advantage as a mulch for winter 
wheat. The South Dakota Experiment 
Station, in a test at Eureka Farm, has 
learned the value of such practice. 

In November, 1914, after the ground 
froze,. part ef a field was mulched 
with three loads of straw to the acre. 
The wheat in this part made a good 
winter survival and yielded an excel- 
ent crop, while fields that were not 
mulched, both on corn stubble and 
summer fallow, were totally winter 
killed, In such cases the mulching 
would pay in spite of the labor. 

Approximately three tons of straw 
an acre should be used after the 
wheat has become dormant for the 
winter. Old straw piles which are 
more or less rotten can be spread to 
better advantage than fresh straw 
piles, but either may be used. The 
ald gtraw May be spread with an or- 
dindtfy manure spreader, but fresh 
straw requires a gpecial implement 
known as a straw spreader. o 

The straw must be spread very 
thinly for best results, as the wheat 
will smother out under thick bunches 
and kill out on bare spots if the straw 
ig not properly spread

when incubated. Nine times out of 
ten this is the main cause. But how 
is one to know what prospects there 
are for results before the hatches 
come off? Counting prospective 
chickens is a useless and uwheertain 
rocedure, but the eggs as they are 
aid will provide a barometer of tne 
hens’ conditions and as abnormal con- 
ditions are thereby indicated correc- 
tive measures must be adopted to 
change the possibilities without delay. 
whenever the eggs are not as they 
should be. 

Exceptions exist to every rule, but 
it is almost safe to assume that regu- 
lar shaped, smovth-shelled eggs of 
medium size will be found the best to 
use. Occasional:y hens will be found 
that always tay eggs peculiar to 
themselves alone im which case it 
may be necessary to use such eggs 
in order to get chicks from them. 
This, however, might be die to the 


and never in the best shape for pro- 
ducing hatchable eggs. 

To produce eggs the hens must 
consume more than what is required 
for their maintenante. This some- 
times leads to over-feeding and per- 
haps with overstimulating food. 
Whifle this may increase the egg yield 
some it has tho tendency to develop 
the ova (unformed eggs) too fast and 
sometimes two of them wil drop into 
the oviduct together or other irregu- 
larities take place causing irregular 
shaped egg of vaftous kinds or forc- 
ing the eggs so they lack the vitality 
to be found in eggs produced in a 
more normal way. Some of these eggs 
are responsible fer.the chicken mon- 
Strosities that 
ed. . 

The impression so general that soft 
shelled eggs are due to fatness only 
may not be exactly correct, for it is 
also just as probable that on accoun* 
of the eggs forming so rapidly the 
shell does not get thine always to be | 
formed up before the egg is expelled. | 
While the hen most certainly forms up 
shells very rapidly, when eggs crowd 
so as to drop into the oviduct more 
than one at a time in any one day, 
there is great danger that one of the 
eggs will be soft. Crooked eggs can 
be considered as sometimes due to 
the same cause. If two eggs get to- 
gether, 
other goft and hardening, it is more 
than probable the impression of the 
hard egg resting on the other one will 
leave an impression, causing an ill- 
shaped egg. Over large and very 
small eggs are usually attributable to 
some irregularity in the hen, and it 
the hen persists in laying them she 
should be discarded for the eggs can- 
not be depended on to produce good 
chicks. 

We have seen hens so fat that it 
was impossible for them to lay their 
eggs regularly, sometimes holding 
eges as long as three or four days Le 
fore getting rid of them. Such an egg 
if fertile would be rotten, something 
that many would be surprised to 
know could actually happen. Think 
of a hen laying a rotten egg. This is 
something usually very easily cor; 
rected. Strict attention to a gmal 
diet will soon reduce the hen to a 
properly normal condition. 

Most people probably know that 
most eggs are quite porous. By tak- 
ing eggs and passing them before the 
light this can easily pe seen and that 
the porosity of the eggs varies consid- 
erably. 
or the growing embryos would not 
get the air they need in developing to 
a strong hatcliable estate. If the eggs 
are t0o porous, it usually indicates an 
overfat condition accompanied by thin 
and chalky shells. Over porous eggs | 
are 
held to the light. 

Generally speaking, then it will be 
seen that most egg deformities are 
due to the condition of the hens, most 
frequently due to improper feeding. 
either making the birds too fat or’ 
forcing them into too heavy egg pro-

duction. Good sound grains. well 
balanced, beef scrap, and lots of 
green food being sure that all are

Would it be 
fair after the war is over‘ to 
make them pay a share of the 
cost of the Red Cross and Patri- 
otic work? The government 
would have to raise the money 
by taxation, and every soldier 
would have to pay an equal 
share with, the shirker or. coward 
who would stay at home ,nd live 
in luxury while his braver breth- 
ers tock up a rifle and defended 
his job for him.

Monster Submarines and Aeroplanes 
to be Used by the Allies 

A monster submarine, presumably 
Britsh, is described by Miss Alice Cc. 
Laut, in the American Review~of Re 
views. 

“There is one submarine now act- 
ing for the allies in the Baltic 5,- 
400 tons displacement, 400 feet lorg, 
with a cruising radius of: 18,500 miles, 
motor power for a crufss under sur- 
face of 2,500 miles, space for a-crew 
of 120 men and torpedoes to the num- 
ber of sixty. You understand now 
why Germany cannot use her bot 
thed up fleet to land troops on the Ras- 
sian shores of the Baltic.” 

Official informatoim as to the im- 
provement in submarines is not avail- 
able, but it is known that the im- 
provement has been revolutionary.

Giving Liquor to Soldiers 
A new militia regulation has been 
passed providing that “No person 
shall with the intent of eliciting in- 
formation forthe purpose of commun- 
icating it to the enemy or for any 
other purpose calculated to assist the

They are not censored, she says, be- 
cause they are printed in shorthand 
Braille, a point type used for the 
blind, which the censors are unable 
to read. \ :

“These uncensored accounts of con- 
ditions in the warring countries tell 
‘me the true sentiment among the 
working people and the intolerable 
conditions that surround’ them,” 
sald Miss Keller. “Their hearts are 
almost at the breaking pofnt,””
